‘The constant and doleful 
cry of those who are in this state is: There 
can be no forgiveness forme. But Jesus 
died for the chief of sinners—saith one who 
would be a comforter. Yes, replies the mor- 
bid disconsolate, but He cannot forgive sins 
as- black as mine. 

It might be well to assent to the proposi- 
tion, and join in the desperate conclusion, for 
then the true nature of the deception would 
often appear, and the mourner might see that 
he was relying upon these very self-accusa- 
tions as a sort of expiatory process, instead 
of Christ’s meditation and sacrifice.

Suddenly the winds and the sea, | 
are hushed, and there is a calm. ‘The 
lull that follows is delightful. The sky is 
without a cloud ; the atmosphere is transpar- 
ency itself; the Andes seem to draw near ; 
the climate, always mild and soft, becomes 
now doubly sweet by the contrast. The eve- 
ning invites abroad, and the population sally 
forth, the ladies in ball costume, for now there 
is not wind enough to disarrange the lightest 
curl. In the southern summer, this change

South and North, Europe and heugian: 
now see that slavery is to all appearance 
an hundred years nearer its extinction than 
when the war began. For the first time in 
the history of our country, the President in 
his message, Congress in its action, look to 
a just, honest, and’ final settlement of the 
slavery question, viz: a settlement of the 
African race, elsewhere than amongst us. 
Upon this plan, and this one alone, the 
North and South will yet agree. 

But some of our European critics, who 
feel the tariff much more than they do the 
wrongs of the slave, assert that it is the 
real issue. Let them remember that the 
South has been destitute of manufactures, 
just as we were up to 1812,—that the last 
war with England laid the foundation of 
American manufactures,—-and that the 


present blockade is building up faster than | 


anything else possibly could, a manufactur- 
ing interest in the South, which will soon 
be important and strong enough to influence 
and mould public opinion there—and yet 
weak enough to need and clamor for a tariff 
yet higher than the present one—when the 
blockade is removed. ‘Thus far, the war is 
plainly its own most effectual remedy. 

Our critics, however, do not mention one 
of the chief causes, viz‘ a disbelief in the 
manhood,—a contempt for the personal 
courage of the North. Despite the false- 
hoods of the Southern press and the inex- 
pressible disaster of Bull Run, we believe, 
this mistaken idea of the rebels will be 
wholly removed before the war is. ended. _ 

These were the predisposing causes. One 
of the exciting causes, was their belief that 
“cotton was king,”—an idea of which they 


ere already cured. The exertions of Eng- ) 
land, towards cotton-raising in her own | 


colonies, are already such that it is plain 
that the South must soon look almost ex- 
clusively to the United States for the sale 
of her “ king cotton.”

Our fleet scapalonenl a terrific storm at 
Hatteras. The particulars are as follows: 

The steamer astern State, which left 
Hatteras Inlet last night, arrived at For- 
tress Monroe late this morning. The recent 
storms were unusually severe at Hatteras, 
and considerably delayed and crippled the 
expedition. The fleet left Hampton Roads 
on the 11th and 12th, and consisted of over 
vessels, of all classes. It arrived at. 


‘Hatteras between the 12th and 17th, having 


been greatly retarded by severe storms 
and adverse winds which prevailed durin 

that time. After the arrival of the fleet 
there were experienced a series of unparal- 


—leled storms—so severe at times that it was 


impossible to hold communication between 
any two vessels of the fleet. Ater the 
storm subsided, it was discovered that no 
vessel drawing over 7 feet 3 inches could 
pass into Pamlico Sound, nor could any 
vessel pass the outside bar drawing. over 
13 feet, unless very skilfully piloted. 

The ‘steamship City of New York struck 
outside the bar. She had a cargo of am- 
munition valued at $200,000. She was a 
total loss. The crew were saved. 

The steamer Pocahontas went ashore 
near the lighthouse, and became a total loss.

Our fleet experienced a terrific storm at 
Hatteras. The particulars are as follows: 

The steamer Lastern State, which left 
Hatteras Inlet last night, arrived at For- 
tress Monroe late this morning. The recent 
storms were unusually severe at Hatteras, 
and considerably delayed and crippled the 
expedition. The fleet left Hampton Roads 
on the 11th and 12th, and consisted of over 
125 vessels, of all classes. It arrived at 
Hatteras between the 12th and 17th, having 
been greatly retarded by severe storms 
and adverse winds which prevailed during 
that time. After the arrival of the fleet 
there were experienced a series of unparal- 
leled storms—so severe at times that it was 
impossible to hold communication between 
any two vessels of the fleet. Ater the 
storm subsided, it was discovered that no 
vessel drawing over 7 feet 3 inches could 
pass into Pamlico Sound, nor could any 
vessel pass the outside bar drawing over 
13 feet, unless very skilfully piloted. 

The ‘steamship City of New York struck 
outside the bar. She had a cargo of am- 
munition valued at $200,000. She was a 
total loss. ‘The crew were saved. 

The steamer Pocahontas went ashore 
near the lighthouse, and became a total loss. 
Ninety valuable horses belonging to the 
Rhode Island battery, were on board, and 
were all drowned. 

The Grape Shot parcel her hawser, and 
‘ went down at sea; crew saved. 

A Government schooner, name unknown, 
loaded with oats, and another vessel, name 
not known, with a crew, were lost on the 
beach. 

The steamer Louisiana struck on the 
bar, where she still remains. A report of 
her burning is incorrect.
